We wore nssurcd by 
ono yountï Intellecluivl that It was a 
classio and sneci-od at superciliously 
by another when we »ild wo had not 
rend it. Wo were annoyed, ijonioliow 
wo felt that it had no rlirhl to lio nil 
lhe.<o thhiKS, and evon It It liiul wo 
.should at least h.ivc I he prlvllego of 
findhis out 'for ourselves. The only 
bright spot appeared when a charni- 
!ne younff lady whl-^pered that 11 
w.-js a very vulvar book. AVe sat down 
l>repared to face (ho demon vulgarity 
and lot him do his worst. 

Wo sat down, and did not get np 
ag-.iin for about sLv hours. At S.!."; 
A.Jr. wo staesered' oft to bed and 
dreamed all night of mangled corpses 
and sass ajid blood. We had just 
slaushtered tlu-ee rcslmcnts In single 
combat and wore engaged In a 
bayonet fiRlit with n headless giant 
in a sroy uniform when the .nlarm 
clwk took a hand in affairs. 

The next day after having achieved 
the necessary concentration we were 
forced to admit that our verdict 
could not truthfully differ from that 
of the majority o£ reviewers, and 
that "All. Quiet On The Western 
Front" -was Indeed. ,a. great book. 
Nevertheless we put off writing this 
review for another day because we 
Old not wish to indulge In tho un- 
bridled enthusiasms ot out esteemed 
collègues. "We had. our reputation as 
an ' ihtellectual to consider and in- 
tellectuals never under ■ any cir- 
cumstances pennlt themselves . the 
privilege of enthusiasm. It he is 
pleased th« intellectual may .smile 
a trifle ;e.=s cynically and civc a 
deific and decorous. nod of approval. 
We felt ourselves ilipplng -horribly. 
We felt more like whooping than 
anything else. So wo are reviewing 
it today instead of yesterday and ovr 
reputation we hope is still intact. 

"All Quiet On 'J'hc Western Front" 
is, as the .Sunday Chronicle so sagely 
remarks, "tho epic of the lowly 
soldier In the line." AVe might cavil 
at the word oplc, but lot that pass. 
It.Js a piplure of the war from ilm 
standpoint of Ihc jiian In the 
trenches.

Ho has, more- 
over, deliberately confined himself 
to a job of reporting his and l|is 
battery's doings— with but raro di- 
gressions to discuss tactics and tho 
policies of tho lilgher-ups from the 
point ot view ot tho ranks, and with 
no flights ot fancy or poetic des- 
criptions ot attacks, such as the 
ordinary novelist delights in. 

Karly In tho book t!ie author es- 
labli.shcs his dominant note, that 
soldiering Is a job, and was so re- 
garded by tho men. A disagreeable 
Job, yes, but one which had to be 
done and tlone' in the best and 
ciuickest manner poTîsible. Tho minute 
description of the .soUliers' life on 
duty, oft duly, itL the guns, lii the 
O.P. (observation posts), at the 



monstrous dragon fly. Ho has mai|e 
tho past live again, nnd made that 
which was transient, eternal. The 
condemnation ot the liook because ot 
its iialpalilc vulgarity Is worlliy only 
ot amused contempt. Ono might as 
well condemn a plciuro ot a coal 
heap for being clilotly done in black. 
Tho war was vulgar, very vulgar, 
and Ttemarriuu .haj) not portrayed ono 
tenth ot Its vulgarity. Neither has ho 
IiDiti-ayed ono lenlli ot Us horrors, 
llii Is Ini) great a writer to ticglcot 
tho mibllo art of suggestion. For In- 
slanco in describing tlio last terrible 
months ot 1018 when tho Oorniun 
army was liiilu inoro than a tortured 
shell ho Ëoys:
